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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, drawn to a method of identifying an agent that modulates 
glucose uptake, classified in class 435, subclass 14, for example. 

II. Claims 9-12, drawn to a method of modulating glucose uptake, classified 
in class 435, subclass 375, for example. 

III. Claims 13-17, drawn to a method of treating/diagnosing Type II diabetes, 
classified in class 424, subclass 9.1 , for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

The methods of Inventions l-lll are directed to different inventions which are not 
connected in design, operation, and/or effect. These methods are independent since 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together, they have different modes of 
operation, they have different functions, and/or they have different effects. One would 
not have to practice the various methods at the same time to practice just one method 
alone. For example, the method of Invention I requires determination of whether an 
agent modulates glucose uptake into a cell, whereas the method of Invention II requires 
an agent that is known to modulate glucose uptake into a cell. Furthermore, Invention II 
requires contacting the cell with insulin, whereas the method of Invention I does not. In 
addition, Invention II requires that the agent contact a cell, specifically, a skeletal muscle 
cell, whereas Invention III requires the agent that modulates cellular glucose uptake to 
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be administered to an individual, not merely contacted with a cell. Invention III further 
comprises diagnosing the individual as having Type II diabetes. The methods of 
Inventions I and II do not provide for diagnosis of an individual. 

The several inventions above are independent and distinct, each from the other. 
They have acquired a separate status in the art as a separate subject for inventive 
effect and require independent searches (as indicated by the different classification). 
The search for each of the above inventions is not co-extensive particularly with regard 
to the literature search. Further, a reference which would anticipate the invention of one 
group would not necessarily anticipate or even make obvious another group. Finally, 
the consideration for patentability is different in each case. Thus, it would be an undue 
burden to examine all of the above inventions in one application. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
